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The Library Committee shall divide the books and other 
articles belonging to the Library into three classes, namely, 
(a) those which are not to be removed from the building; 
(b) those which may be taken only by written permission 
of three members of the committee; (c) those which may 
circulate under the following rules. 

Members shall be entitled to take from the Library two 
folio or quarto volumes, or four volumes of lesser fold, 
upon having them recorded, and promising to make good 
any damage they sustain while in their possession, and to 
replace the same if lost, or pay a sum fixed by the Library 
Committee, 

No person shall lend any book belonging to the Institute, 
excepting to a member, under a penalty of one dollar for 
each offence. 

The Library Committee may allow members to take 
more than the allotted number of books upon a written 
application. : 

No person shall retain any book longer than four weeks 
from the Library, if notitied that the same is wanted by 
another member, under a penalty of five cents per day, and 
no volume shall be retained longer than three months at 
one time, under the same penalty. 

The Librarian shall have power, by order of the Library 
Committee, to call in any volume after it has been retained 
by a member for ten days. 

On or before April fifteenth, all books shall be returned 
to the Library, and a penalty of five cents per day shall be 
imposed for each volume detained. 

No book shall be allowed to circulate until one month 
after its receipt.

He was carried to his new charge and after 


the great Bishop of souls to the Church triumphant, 
on Saturday evening, June 6, 1903.

He prepared during these 
days a sermon which he never preached, on the 
text, ‘I reckon that the sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be compared with the glory 
which shall be revealed in us.”

The church and parsonage have 
been sold for $13,500. No one who knows how fast 
property is depreciating in value in this section of the 
city will question the wisdom of this sale. This so- 
ciety has been greatly favored in being able to pur- 
chase what is known as the Carey Avenue Baptist 
Church. The purchase price of this property was 
$15,000; it is estimated in the official reports of the 
Baptist denomination as worth $40,000. The regu- 
lar services of our church continued without a break 
as they united with the Carey Avenue Church in 
their worship until they took formal possession of 
the edifice April1.

This is the best location in 
Salem for this people, and a new edifice ought to be 
built there in the near future. The pastor reports 
that in addition to the gain in location, more than 
$3000 has been added to the value of our property. 

The Mt. Bellingham Church, where Brother 
Nazarian is pastor, has made and paid for repairs 
amounting to $800. 

Other pastors on the district have done as heroic 
work as any mentioned, although the figures on 
paper may not look as large.

23, amid thanksgiving and applause and tears of joy, 
they cremated the mortgage of $15,000. This was not 
done by simply shifting the burden. The plan was 
that no subscription should be made by the Ladies’ 
Aid Society, or the Epworth League, but that the 
whole church in all its departments should be free of 
debt. It would take pages to record the story of 
hard toil and generous giving and great personal sac- 
rifice. We sincerely regret that we are probably to 
lose from our circle this very successful and honored 
pastor.

The pastors’ reports show that there has been act- 
ually expended in building and improving church 
property the past year on this district, without incur- 
ring any extra debt, $70,102. In addition to this 
there has been paid on old debts brought into this 


vear from the past, $26,605; making a total of 


$96,707. 

Revivals. Over seventy-five per cent. of the 
churches have held a series of revival services. Ina 
few cases evangelists have been employed. Those 


who have not had a series of meetings have done 
special evangelistic work in their regular services. 
No one can count the results of this work, yet we ali 
delight to be able to record some indications of the 
Divine Presence. The following charges report fif- 
teen or more seekers: Beverly, 36; Orient Heights, 
40; Meridian Street, East Boston, 75; Glendale, 15; 
Prospect Street, Gloucester, 33; Ipswich, 16; Parker 
Street, Lawrence, 40; Boston Street, Lynn, 20; 
St. Luke’s, Lynn, 15; St. Paul’s, Lynn, 60; Trinity, 
Lynn, 40; People’s Church, Newburyport, 18; Lafay- 
ette Street, Salem, 60; Cliftondale, Saugus, 25. The 
total number of seekers reported, 758, of whom 414 
have already been received into the church on pro- 
bation and many others to be received. 

Camp Meeting. The Camp Meeting at Asbury 
Grove was an organized campaign for the salvation of 
souls and the strengthening of Christian character. 
Nearly one hundred ministers attended this meeting. 
There were large audiences, a large number of seek- 
ers, and many churches received a divine impulse at 
this meeting which affected for good the work of the 
church during the winter months. There was a re- 
markable unity in the service, which came not from 
any human plan but from the fact that the workers 
were led by one Spirit. Great credit is due to the 
corporation for the liberal financial provision they 
make for the success of the meeting, to Prof. James 
E. Aborn who conducts the music, and to Mrs. Emma 
B. Harvey who had charge of the work for the chil- 
dren, The last day of the meeting, which was Labor 
Day, was given to the Lynn District Epworth League, 
and our young people rallied in large numbers to 
what proved to be a very helpful and inspiring con- 
vention. 

Two Quiet Days, as they have been called, were 
held on the district. On each of these days, morning, 
afternoon, and evening, the ministers held blessed com- 
munion with one another and communion with God. 
They were seasons of deep heart searching, renewed 
consecration, times when we were lifted to where we 
had new revelations of God to our hearts, and we 
went from these hallowed places to our work with 


new inspiration and courage. I think when I give 


my own experience I give also the experience 
of my brethren. I have had no more helpful 
days in the whole year than the two that I 


spent at the Lafayette Street Church in Salem, and 
the Methodist Church in Maplewood.

Epworth League. The work of the Epworth 
League is encouraging. Twenty-three of the leagues. 
have already organized under the new constitution, 
having a department for the world’s evangelization,. 
and many of the others will soon adopt it; forty- 
nine Epworth Leagues report a membership of 3650. 
Forty-three Junior Leagues report a membership of 
2293. 

Sunday Schools. The Sunday School work is 
being carried on with great enthusiasm in most of the 
charges. The best methods of Sunday School work 
are being adopted. Large classes of men in some 
cases have been formed which are complete organi- 
zations in themselves, not only for the study of 
God's word but also ‘doing the work which is done 
often in the best fraternal organizations. Twenty- 
flve Home Departments report a membership of over 
1500. Many of the schools are graded, and in some 
of them there are normal classes. The best proof of 
the excellency of the work is that large numbers of 
scholars have been converted and united with the 
church. The Massachusetts Sunday School Associa- 
tion has been a great blessing to us in bringing to us 
the best methods of: Sunday School work and in 
training and inspiring our teachers. 


Benevolences. I think the tabulated reports of 
the benevolences will show gratifying results. I 
have been able to obtain only a partial report. In 
the returns I have received, thirty-five pastors report 


the collections all taken, twenty-six report an 


increase in the missionary collection, and nine 
others report that the amount will be ° 
as much if not more than last year. 


This I think remarkable, since on nearly every charge 
a special collection, and specially large collection too, 
was taken to replace the funds that were stolen from 
our worthy superannuates. 

The story of really heroic work done on the charges ~ 
of this district will never be written. Time and again 
my heart has been moved in this my first year on the 
district by the noble daring and patient sacrifice of 
pastors and people, as uncomplainingly and even 
gladly they toil on and suffer for the King whom 
they worship, and the church which they love. I 
count it a great honor to be associated with such 
royal men and to be allowed to be their servant for 
Jesus’ sake.—JoEL M. LEONARD, 7x A/inutes of The 
New England Conference.

salvation which you wrought out in those four years 
was the ‘salvation of God’ for in his strength you 
trusted. In His name you unfurled your banners; in 
His power you triumphed. Never did the old war- 
rior King of Israel engage in a more divinely guided 
conflict. Never more sincerely than the Union soldier 
could he say, we rejoice in thy salvation and in the 
name of God we set up our banners. It is not my 
part on this occasion to rehearse the success of that 
conflict. No description of mine’ can paint the stir- 
ring events of those times as vividly as your own 
memories, which run swiftly back over the less than 
half century, and recall them as though they tran- 
spired but yesterday. You were a part of that great 
struggle, while to me the record of the war is a story 
to be read of in-books, or to be told me by the actors. 

“IT do, however, remember a day in which a young 
man stood on the steps of a country store in New 
Hampshire, holding the baby brother by the hand 
and talking in language I did not understand, but 
that awed and frightened me by its intense earnest- 
Suddenly he exclaimed :—‘It is right, it is my 
duty to go, and I am going,’

quick response from a dozen others: ‘I am with 
you Rufus. I will go.’ [I remember the silent 
walk home that oppressed me more than the 
heated conversation at the store. The days that fol- 
lowed in the muster field so full of interest and the 
day when the regiment left for the front and I was 
lifted to the car window to kiss my brother good 
bye. The company in which he enlisted was made 
up from the Methodist Church of the town. Fifteen 
members of the official board enlisted in the com- 
pany. It nearly ruined the church for a time, but it 
helped to save the Union. I remember the return 
more vividly than the departure, when the boy came 


back, a war-worn veteran and sick unto death, save 
that God spared him for a nobler life in peace for all 
the sacrifice and discipline of war. I remember the 
news of surrender and peace followed so quickly by 
the terrible report of the assassination of Lincoln and 
how the flags that waved the signal of victory were 
draped in mourning for the martyred President. 

“Tt is with some pride that I can say that the ser- 
vices, with which you have observed today were first 
inaugurated in Haverhill, Mass , by Maj. Howe Post, 
when my oldest brother, A. M. Tilton, was the Com- 
mander, and that it was through his suggestion and 
efforts that Memorial Sunday was observed during 
his three years of office and after that the observance 
of the Sunday before Memorial Day was adopted by 
other Posts until it became universal. 

**Today we stand before the world the wonder and 
admiration of all peoples, the most glorious nation of 
the earth. 

“We are indebted to the patriotism of the American 
soldier. The story has been told o’er and o’er, of the 
uprising of a great people, when from the Penobscot 
to the Golden Gate, the intelligence was flashed 
across the land that the Star Spangled Banner, rent 
and riddled, but undisgraced, had been hurled from 
the bastions of Sumpter; of the response of the old 
Bay State to the call of Volunteers, and the march of 
the ‘Old Sixth’ on the historic 19th of April through 
the streets of Baltimore which they sprinkled with the 
first blood of the opening tragedy; of Bull Run, with 
its overwhelming reverses; of the peninsular cam- 
paign with its week of battles, followed by Antietam 
with its awful carnage.

He took 
for his subject “A Good Soldier,’? from the texts 2 
Timothy 11: 6; 1 Timothy Iv: 12; and 2 Timothy Iv: 
Ome7e 

Paul, acquainted with military terms, uses these 
strong words of the text in seeking to make Timothy 
a valiant soldier of Jesus Christ. The important . 
point is 

DEVELOPMENT 

Under this I want to ask—1, What is a soldier? A 
soldier is one engaged in a conflict, one serving his 
country in battle, one who in risking his life for his 
country’s good and safety, that its laws may be main- 
tained inviolate, the union remain undissolved, and 
that the stars and stripes shall continue to “wave o’er 
the land of the free and the home of the brave,”’ one 
who feels in his loyal heart that, “Eternal Vigilance 
is the price of Liberty.” 

Thus a good soldier of Jesus Christ is one engaged 
in a stormy, active, busy life, a life that is real, a life 
that is earnest, a life that is worth the living and 
worthy of being continued inthe presence of the 
Great King, It requires and demands moral and 
heroic courage for a man to stand up agaiust the com- 
mon sins of life and be true to God. 

To be a good soldier will require //DELI7Y. 
Fidelity is honesty, rot only in our dealings with men, 
but with our convictions, Christ wants good soldiers, 
but he wants such only as have counted the cost and 
have determined to forsake everything else but Him. 
One word from Him will put vigor in us to push on 
after Him, whether upon the march or in active 
service. 

A good soldier of Jesus Christ will stand the 
DISCIPLINE. Inarmy life, strict military discipline 
is necessary. It may have appeared to some of the 
soldiers harsh and severe at times, but it led to order, 
ease, surity and zzcfory. 

In the home, in the shop, in life, Christ is bringing 
out character that will attract the attention of angels 
and men. Christ’s soldiers must take every man his 
part under the great leader, throwing nothing over on 
others which is given him to do. 

Devotion to the Master is the tonic to stimulate 
each soldier to be a good soldier of Christ. In our 
soldiership we have this blessed truth to stimulate us. 
That our Captain knows no defeat and goes before us. 
He who honors his Captain honors himself. The 
good soldier of Jesus Christ will be true to duty. 
“Duty, like God, is always the same.” 

As Christ’s soldiers we must endure hardness, for 
we are building for eternity not for time. 

Study the Soldier for a moment. It is the kind of 
men and not the number of men who have made our 
land great. Our soldier boys were tireless and tear- 
ful, battle-scarred and valiant; tried and true, bearing 
in their bodies the marks of struggle and conquest. 
From the green hills and fertile valleys they came; 
from country villages and important cities; from 
schools and shops; from farm and factory; from 
mines and mint; from pulpits and pews; from homes 
and highways; citizens by birth or adoption, singing 
as they came: “We're coming Father Abraham, one 
hundred thousand strong.”

In the year of our Lord 1904, we need to say with 
J. G. Holland: 

“God give usmen! A time like this requires 
Strong minds, great hearts, true faith and ready hands; 
Men whom the lust of office does not kill;

Men who possess opinions and a will; 
Men who have honor; 
Men who will not lie; 
Men who can stand before a demagogue 
And scorn his treacherous flatteries without winking—- 
Tall men, sun-crowned, who live above the fog, 
In public duty and in private thinking; ”’ 
God give us men.” 
We had such men in the soldiers and sailors of 


1776, 1861 and ’98. 


Ask me not to go back into ancient history for 
illustration of courage, valor or bravery.

We honor their memory, they make our minds 
active today; we are thrice proud of them.

Some years ago Jennie Lind, the Swedish nightin- 
gale, in Castle Garden, New York city, sang before 
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20,000 people, *‘Home, Sweet Home.”’ Tears ran 
down the faces of her listeners, at the thought of 
home. 

Ah, friends, it was the thought of home and loved 
ones: ‘*lhe land of the free, and the home of the 
brave” that nerved the soldier’s arm and fred his 
heart.

Rules of Cottagers’ Lots, Asbury 
Grove, Mass. 

The Lot is to be used only for the erection 
of a tent or cottage for a family residence. 

All society buildings and cottages erected 
must have the approval of the Committee on 
Grounds. 

No cottage or society building shall be 
used as a boarding house except by special 
arrangement with the Corporation. 

Any person renting a Lot may occupy it 
at other times than during Camp Meeting, 
but liable to an additional assessment. 

The Lessee cannot transfer, underlet, or 
allow others to occupy the Lot, except by 
consent of the Committee on Grounds. 

If the rent of any Lot is not paid within 
six months after date of bill, or if any Lot 
remains unused for two years, such Lot is 
forfeited. 

The Lot is let subject to all Rules and 
Regulations made for the government of the 
Camp Meeting and Grounds. 

Any Lessee violating any of these condi- 
tions shall forfeit the Lot, and the Commit- 
tee on Grounds shall have the right to remove 
the tent or cottage from the Grounds, two 
days after a written notice has been given, 
in person or by mail. 

Cottages are not to be occupied during 
the winter except by the consent of the 
Corporation.

When the mountain pine, centuries old, the 
monarch of the hills, falls under the weight of 
years, the great forest utters a moan which 
may be heard for miles around. John Swett 
has fallen, one of the oldest of those brave 
Christian men who laid the foundations of 
Hamilton Camp Meeting, and many of us, 
though not connected with the pioneers of 
our camp meeting, feel a great loss in the 
death of Bro. Swett and we utter our heart- 
felt moan. 

The writer of these lines cannot be at As- 
bury Camp Meeting this year, and he is thus 
spared the grief of coming into the Grove 
without receiving the cordial and sincerely 
hearty greeting of his senior brother of Lee 
Park. 

While stationed at Lynn Common it was 
my great privilege to become acquainted with 
a magnificent company of men and women, 
prominent among whom was the princely 
and pure-hearted John Swett. 

He was born in Vassalboro, Maine, De- 
cember 1, 1825. He was translated to that 
country whose atmosphere he had breathed 
more than half a century on May 2, 1904. 

He left the parental roof the morning he 
was twenty-one years of age and providen- 
tially turned his footsteps toward Boston, 
He lived in Charlestown for about one year, 


labored for three years in Medford, and in 


April, 1850, went to Lynn which city has en- 
joyed his presence and citizenship for a little 
more than fifty years.

The first wooden building on the ground 
was erected by Mr. Brown, who after occu- 
pying it for a very short time sold it to Bro. 
Swett. This building now forms the rear 
portion of the cottage on Lee Park which our 
brother occupied year after year. 

Bro. Swett was most happily married on 
Nov. 3, 1853, to Miss Mary O. Eastman of 
Kingston, New Hampshire. This good 
woman wasas enthusiastic over camp meetings 
as was our beloved brother. ‘Together they 
had charge of the old Lynn Common tent 
until the year of her death, which sad event 
occurred on Oct. 8, 1887. 

Bro. Swett was an early riser, and he was 
a regular attendant at the early morning 
prayer meetings. He conducted this meet- 
ing on the last morning of the camp meeting 
last year, a fitting farewell to the Grove he 
loved so well. 

Bro. Swett leaves a son and daughter, who 
reside in Lynn and are members of Lynn 
Common Church. One grandson lives, who 
was a joy to the “grand old blacksmith”’ of 
the Shoe City.

story “In memory of Frederick Willcomb,— 
presented by George Willcomb.” “The beau- 
tiful columns which form the sides of the de- 
sign represent,’’ said Mr. Bonner, “the 
strength of the life so recently ended; the 
central figure, with its glowing grapes, the 
fruitage of its good works and personal sacri- 
fices ; the jeweled crown tells of the reward 
which has come to him in the land where the 
many mansions be.”” Mr. Willcomb was born 
in November, 1831 ; united with the Metho- 
dist church in 1850, during the pastorate of 
the Rev. James Shepard ; entered into rest in 
November, tgot. A prayer of dedication 
followed the brief eulogy. The donor of the 
window is a brother of Mr. Willcomb. 

The sermon that followed the dedicatory 
service was preached by the Rev. Dr. Woods 
and was a most eloquent discourse. The text 
was taken from Acts, 22d chapter, verses 14 
and 15, and the subject was ‘The Life and 
Testimony of St. Paul,” whom the speaker 
styled “the Czesar of the church.” The tes- 
timony of the tongue, of the character, of the 
personal sacrifice, of the death and of the 
good works of St. Paul, were presented in so 
forceful, eloquent and logical a manner that 
one could almost see and hear the grand old 
saint as he trod the Syrian plains and preached 
the Word. Dr. Woods referred especially to 
the good works of St. Paul “whose influence 
still is felt in the world.’’ Dr. Woods began

“On one of the minarets of the Hippodrome, we 
heard a priest calling for prayers in the Moslem 
tongue :— 

“¢ ‘Great God, I avow there is no God but God,

“So thick are the dogs in thé city, that the saying 
has gone forth that it cost three dollars to shoot a 
dog, and one dollar to shoot aman. At night they 
disturb the sleeper by their howls, but in the daytime 
they take possession of the streets in so lifeless a. 
fashion that the superstitious people walk about them 
in their travel for fear of troubling them. We were 
told that a dog once saved the city from destruction; 
now he almost owns the city. The various families. 
of dogs have their boundary lines over which they 
cannot travel without trouble from other dogs. 

“While in the city we were tendered a reception 
by Roberts college. This is located on a high 
eminence, and 300 students are enrolled there. As. 
we sailed up the Black sea, on the day of our 
departure, we were saluted by the students of this 
college, and a similar message of farewell was spoken 
by our ship. 

‘‘Another pleasant reception was given us by 200. 
boys and girls in an American school in Smyrna. 
The girls sang ‘America’ in their native tongue, while 
the boys greeted us with our national hymns in 
English. 

“At Beirut we visited the American college, and 
seemed to have a bit of the home country for the first 
time on our trip. The president, Dr. Bliss, welcomed 
us heartily, and escorted us about the buildings. The 
college is excellently equipped, and all branches of a 
first-class American college are taught. The hall was. 
filled with students,and it was a charming sight to 
see the devotion of the president to his aged father, 
the founder of the institution. The father spoke 
proudly of the son, and the son of the father.

W. Gilbert, a veteran of the 
Mexican war and the Rebellion, and the old- 
est living ex-government scout, died at his 
residence, 58 Endicott street, Salem, at 6.05 
p. m. Thursday, after along illness. He was 
born in Methuen, Aug. 12, 1827, and was 
the fourth of the eleven children of the late 
Samuel and Hannah Gilbert, and two sisters 
are the sole survivors of the family. He was 
two years old when his parents went West. 
Later he was sent East for his education, at- 
tending private schools in Rockport and also 
Kennebunk, Me., academy. 

In 1846 he went to Mexico; he had pre- 
viously. enlisted in Galveston, Texas, as a

as,a personal scout for Gen. Zachary Taylor 


member of the Texas Rangers. 


on Monterey line and also in carrying de- 
spatches for Gen. Scott. He was with Gen. 
Scott when he entered the city of Mexico. 
In 1848 he came East as far as St. Louis,

and protect parties of whites across the plains 
In the latter part of 1848 
he went to Vera Cruz, in the employ of the

government, and scouted cannon over the 


mountains to Sacramento with a party of 50 


Texans and 50 Mexicans. He then went up 


to San Francisco and was present when Gen. 
Fremont hoisted the stars and stripes on the 
beach in front of San Francisco, as the Brit- 
ish squadron hove in sight. 

He left California in 1849, coming East, 
and July 3, 1851, in Rockport, he was mar- 
ried to Miss Martha Jane Putnam. He 
leaves one son, Charles Harvey Gilbert, two 
grandchildren and two great-grandchildren. 
After his marriage he made trips West, and 
engaged in scouting with Buffalo Bill. They 
were always friends afterwards. He was a 
member of Co. G., First Massachusetts 
Heavy Artillery, and was Master of Trans- 
portation and Chief Superintendent of the 
quartermaster’s department of the division. 
He was in service two years. He then en- 
gaged in steamboating and sold real estate 
and stock of a wireless telegraphy com- 
pany. When the Philadelphia & Reading 
Coal and Iron Company completed their 
wharf in 1875, he was made first Superin- 
tendent of the Pennsylvania pier in this city. 

He was a member of Improved Order of 
Red Men, the First Massachusetts Heavy 
Artillery Association and the Mexican War 
Veterans’ Association.— Salem News, Friday, 
April 8, 1904.

No. 36 Mudge avenue, Asbury Grove, in the 
summer of 1903, and it seemed at one time 
that he might recover his bodily health. We 
extend our heartfelt sympathy to the be- 
reaved wife, who is well known in the Lafay- 
ette St. M. E. Church, this being the church 
of their choice.

Paul’s last appearance in the 
history is at the council in Jerusalem. 

“Nearly twenty years passed away. Paul 
was a prisoner, or had ascended to his 
promised crown, when again the silence was 
broken and two letters from the Apostle Peter 
appeared. ‘The first was addressed to the 
Church in Asia Minor and the second to 
the believers generally. The letter may have 
been written from the decaying city of Baby- 
lon, far in the East, or from Imperial Rome, 
the proud mistress of the world, as early 
traditions declare. The letter bears the 
Apostle’s name, and bears his traits ; it looks 
forward to the gathering dangers on the 
horizon of the Church, and reaffirms the 
principles of the early Gospel teaching. It 
proclaims the destruction of the existing 
world, to make room for the new heaven and 
the new earth, wherein dwelleth righteous- 
ness. 

“The text is from ‘the chapter which 
pictures to us the ideal Christian with the 
full choir of traits joining in the music of his 
complete character. The life and character 


of a writer or speaker give color to the 
thoughts uttered. 

‘‘Yhe emphatic word that adds color and 
beauty to the text is ‘abundantly.’ God 
wants to give abundant life and at last abun- 
dant entrance to every child of His. I 
will mention five steps that will aid in secur- 
ing abundant entrance. I, Faith. II, An 
Earnestness of Purpose. III, Purity of Life. 
IV, Completeness of Character. V, Fruit- 
fulness in Christ.

Peter says, “Ye men of Judea and all 
ye that dwell at Jerusalem be this known un- 
to you, and hearken to my words; these are 
not drunken, as ye suppose, but this is that 
which is spoken of by the prophet Joel; and 
it shall come to pass in those days, saith God, 
I will pour out my spirit upon all flesh; and 
your sons and your daughters shall prophecy 
and your young men shall see visions, and
